YANKEE AMATEUR 
WINS WORLD TiTLt 
AT COURT TENNIS 


Jay Gould Defeats Covey, 
British Professional, Seven 
Out of Eight Sets.

PHILADELPHIA, 
Gould, American amateur 
nis champion, won the open pro- 
f-ssional championship of the world 
here today from George F Covey of En- 
gland, the professional title holder. 

The American champion, in one of the 
tinest exhibitions of the game ever seen 
here, carried off the title, seven sets to 
one. The scores of the match were: 6—, 
(—1, 6—4, 6—3, 6—2, 6—3, 5-6, 6—1. 

The American expert won four sets on 
Monday in such easy fashion that the 
result was virtually a foregone contlu- 
sion. Gould’s playing in the four sets 
today was fully up to that of the first 
day. The British champion fought har 
to the very end, taking the third set rf 
the day and the seventu of the matca 
in fine style. 

When victory finally rested with 
Gould, the defeated champion congratu- 
lated him and the new title holder was 
instantly. surrounded by. enthusiastic 
friends. 

According to the articles of the match, 
the winner is exempt from playing for 
the world’s championship for one year. 

Being an amateur, Gould cannot ac- 
cept the $1250 prize money that would 
have gone to Covey had he won, but In- 
stead the American champion. will re- 
ceive a cup valued at that amiount from 
the Racquet Club of Philadelphia, on 
whose court the match was played. De- 
spite his defeat, however, Covey will 
receive two-thirds of the receipts of

How Store Was Crushed When M.A.C. 


Wall Blew Over 


A great U-shaped section of the seven- 
story west wall of the M. A. C,. Build- 
ing’s shell, weakened by the action of 
fire and water, was blown down in 4 
%5-mile-an-hour wind a little after 2 p. 
m. Tuesday, and sheared away, as if 
with a giant knife, tne rear half of the 
St. Louis Seed Co.’s gour-story building 
which fronts on Washington avenue and 
adjoins the club building on the west. 

Three Girls on Balcony, 

A one-story annex in the rear of the 
geed company, which was used as a ship- 
ping and receiving department, had been 
dismantled and unroofed in the fire. In 
the rear of the annex is a large yar, 
opening on Lucas avenue. Between the 
annex and the store a barrier of planks 
had been built. Half way up the par- 
tition was a temporary balcony, on 
which three women and two men were 
at work. They were Miss May Murine, 
a stenographer, of 4317 Page boulevard; 
Misses Haze] and Mildred Sonderman, 
sisters and clerks, of 4213 Cote Brilliante

A large sign, announcing that the com- 
pany was open for business, was posted 
at the entrance on Washington 
avenue. The (firm’s busy = season, 
that of ihe spring planting, was 
beginning, and a number of customers, 
probably 15, were in the store. In the 
bird room was a consignment of 100 
canaries, in wooden crates, which had 
just been received. 

ther employes of the stor., including 
the secretary of the-company, John A. 
Rau, were at their work in the front 
part of the store. So far as the offi- 
clals of the firm learned, there were no 
employes on the upper floors, which 
were used as storerooms. 

Working at repairs in various parts 
of the building were 18 carpenters and 
laborers, employed by the Wimmer Con- 
structing Co. and under the direction 
of C. A. Hanna. On the fourth floor, 
close up under the roof upon a tier of 
seed boxes, were two carpenters, Mor- 
ris Montgomery of 619 North Twenty- 
ninth street, East St. Louis, and C. L. 
Gryder. With them were four laborers— 
O. Ball, J. Mack, G. Nick and Charles 
Thompson. In the basement were four 
laborers—W. Spaulding, F. Weber, Wil- 
liam Davison and Joseph McNally—be- 
sides the janitor of the store, Emil West 
of 4219 Garfield avenue. 

The west wall of the M. A. C. Build- 

_. ing had already been recognized as per- 
jlous, and cables had been attached !n 
the morning to pull it down. It was 
planned to raze it Tuesday night. 

The employes in the front part of the 
store and most of the customers rushed 
for ‘the street at the first sound of the 
disaster, and escaped. 

The adjoining streets were almost in- 
atantly filled with spectators, who con- 
unued arriving by thousands during the 
afternoon on foot and in automobiles. 
Details of firemen and policemen were 
quickly on the scene and rushed to the 
@ust-obscured heap of timbers and bricks 
from which screams and cries for help, 
some of them in the voices of women, 
could be heard beyond Lucas avenue. 

The city laborers who had just escaped 
from the M. A. C. Building were led at 
a run to the rear of the store. Ther 
swarmed upon the debris and began 
tearing with their hands at the beams 
and boards from which the cries were 
coming. The voice which carried farthest 
was that of a man, who as regularly as 
the ticking of a clock yelled “Aye!” deep 
down in the ruins. But after half an 
hour the cries were stilled suddenly. 

The first to be rescued were the girl 
stenographer and clerks, who were lifted 
from under a heap of timbers by work- 
ingmen'‘and carried to the Belcher Ho- 
tel, across the street. The Sonderman 
sisters, the rescuers marveled to discov- 
er, escaped with cuts and bruises. Miss 
Mulrine’s collar bone was broken and 
her: shoulder dislocated.

$75 Discrepancy Was Found 
in Two Gerold Vouchers. 


OTHER DUPLICATIONS MAD 


» Expert Accountant Who Investi- 


gated Books Cross-Examined 
In Effort to Shake Testimony. 


The trial of E. Fred Gerold, former 
City Treasurer of East St. Louts, 
charged with withholding $50,000 from 
the city, continued in the City Court of 
ast St. Louis Wednesday morning, 
when evidence was offered to show that 
Gerold had made duplicate payments 
of $100 on interest-bearing coupons at- 
tached to a bond issue of $42,000 for the 
improvement of Twenty-fifth street, be- 
tween Waverly and Fortieth streets. 

11. G. Ambrose, expert accountant, 
who examined the records July 1, 1912, 
testified that $4050 worth of the bonds 
had, up until that date, been paid, 
whereas only $3950 worth of redeemed 
bonds were on file, leaving an excess 
payment of $100, which could not be 
accounted for. 

Cross-examined by Attorney Hubert 
Schaumlesse!l for the defense, Ambrose 
testified that it was impossible to make 
a complete analysis of the Twenty- 
fifth street account as some of the 
coupons Attached to the bonds issued 
for the improvement were missing. 

Testimony also was offered to show 
that duplicate vouchers for $70, in war- 
rants for $40 and $35, had been paid on 
interest-bearing coupons attached to a 
bond issue for the improvement of 
Twenty-fourth street from Bellevue to 
Iilinois avenues. 

Evidence also was introduced by the 
presecution to show that $280 had been 
withheld on the improvement of Twen- 
ty-sixth street from State street to II- 
linois avenue. 

The testimony set forth that on Feb. 
21, 1913, a payment of $2755.86, on the 
bonds issued for the improvement, in- 
cluded $450 on interest-bearing coupons 
due Novy. 2, 1912, and properly payable 
on that date, but also $280 on coupons 
payable Nov. 2, 1910, two years before. 
Ambrose testified that the.$280, although 
payable two years before, was canceled 
as having been paid on Jan. 17, 1913. 

After the jury had been taken out 
at the noon recess and just before he 
left the bench, Judge Pope announced 
that if the attorneys had no objection 
the Sheriff would be allowed to take 
the jury out Wednesday evening when 
court adjourns for the day, to get 
shaved, take baths and visit a show at 
night. He also instructed the Sheriff 
to allow those men who wanted some- 
thing to drink, their choice of a glass 
of beer or a toddy. 

To this, Assistant States Attorney 
Tom Webb said: ‘I second the motion,” 
and Hubert Schaumleffel, attorney for 
Gerold, said: “I move you make it 
two."’ The Judge ruled, however, that 
they could have only one drink.

Evidence, in Book Form, Recites 
He Used Vulgar Language 
and Violence. 


CASE ISN’T CONTESTED 


She Says He Ridiculed Her, Cen- 
-sored Guest Lists and Had 
Her Shadowed. 


NEWPORT, R. I., March 18.—-On tes- 
timony, a large part of which was liter- 
ally whispered to him, Justice Chester 
M. Barrows, in the Supreme Court here 
yesterday awarded to Mrs. Robert Goe- 
let a divorce on the ground of extreme 


cruelty. By mutual agreement Mrs. 
Goelet is to have the sole custody of 
her son, Peter, two years old, until he 
is six, when the parents are to have 
joint custody of him. The son, Ogden, 
now 7, by the terms of the same ar- 
rangement is to be under the joint 
guardianship of the parents. Mr. Goe- 
let did not contest. 

In granting Mrs. Goelet’s petition for 
the divorce, Justice Barrows said: ‘‘Ex- 
freme cruelty may consist of insulting 
and abusive language, as well as physi- 
cal violence. The testimony shows e@ 
continuous use of insulting, vulgar and 
abusive language by Goelet toward his 
wife, accompanied by many petty acts 
clearly calculated to annoy and em- 
barrass her and accomplished this re- 
sult. The effect has been, according to 
the testimony, a serious impairment of 
her health, and the conditions fully 
warrant the Court in granting this di- 
vorce.” 

Evidence Printed in Book Form. 

That there would be no contest and 
that Mrs. Goelet would get the decree 
generally had been anticipated. It was 
the manner of the presentation of the 
wife’s case in court that was the in- 
teresting part of the proceedings. 

James Collins of Providence, Mrs. 
Goelet’s attorney, had printed copies of 
the depositions, bound in leather. One 
of these large volumes he handed to the 
Court and another to William P. Shef- 
field, Mr. Goelet’s attorney, who was 
present to protect the rights of his cli- 
ent. Thus Mr. Collins was able to read 
very low and to mumble his words in 
such a manner that it often was impos- 
sible to catch what was said. 

Mrs. Goelet told how she had been 
spied upon by servants and humiliated 
before her guests. She declared that on 
one occasion she had hired private de- 
tectives to protect her guests against 
her husband. 

He constantly twitted her, she said, 
for her extravagance and objected to 
her entertaining certain people. TFina!- 
ly, she said, her health became shat- 
tered and she was obliged to depart. 

Substance of Deposition. 

Her deposition was the first one read. 
In substance, the first part was as fol- 
lows: 

She quit Goelet because of his intol- 
erable cruelty toward her, which hai 
extended over a period of years ani 
which was undermining her health and 
making a nervous wreck of her. This 
began almost at once after they were 
married. He allowed the servants to be 
exceedingly impertinent to her. 

His valet, Drake, was exceedingly of. 
fensive to her and she asked to have 
him dismissed, but Mr. Goelet said he, 
at least. was of some use about the 
house, while she was a burden and an 
expense. 

Drake was a spy in the employ of her 
husband, and owing to his espionage 
her health was almost broken. Drake 
followed her wherever she went, lis- 
tened to her telephone conversations 
and reported to his master everyone 
with whom she talked. 

A watchman employed by Goelet also 
spied on her, stationed himself behind 
doors and curtains, and made tife un- 
bearable. Ske made every effort to be 
companionable and agreeable to her 
husband, but met with little or 
no success. He constantly held _ her 
up to derision and swore at and in- 
sulted her in the presence of guests. He 
always was rude to her friends and 
slammed the ‘loor in the face of Mrs. 
Esther Harrison Rowland. 

He never answered her when she 
spoke to him, and would put himself 
out of the way to show his contempt 
for her. At dinner, he would advise his 
unmarried friends never to marry, say- 
ing marriage was a failure, and would 
look fixedly at her while he said this.

Threatened Violence for Guests. 
“Once, in New York, friends of mine’”’

“I'll Bury Many of You Yet,” 
Hé Says in Senate—Tells 
of Exercises. 


———— 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—Senator 
Tilman lectured the Senate on health 
rules yesterday. He told his colleagues 
of his fight for life after he was strick- 
en with paralysis, and asked for their 
“careful and prayerful” attention to his 
advice. 


“The four things which have contrib- 


uted most to my restoration to health,” 
said he, “‘are careful diet, deep breath- 
ing, physical culture and drinking hct 
water.” 

While Senator Tillman was telling 
what he did each day, just how many 
times he kicked himself, some of ths 
Senators laughed. 

“I gee some of my colleagues laugh- 
ing,” he said sharply. “I will bury a 
good many of you yet.” 

Explains His Daily Stunts. 

Explaining the value of the different 
stunts he does daily, Senator Tillman 
said: 

‘Without the physical culture, I would 
now be tortured by rheumatism an:] 
perhaps be bedridden. I have literally 
kicked it out of bed. I passed my sixty- 
sixth birthday last August, and am 
therefore not very far from the Biblical 
limit of three score years and ten. But 
had I learned how to take care of my 
body in early manhood, I might have 
been likely to reach the age of 8, & 
or 100.”’ 

Senator Tillman told the Senators just 
how to take physical cultur~ exercises. 

“Before gettnig up in the morning,”’ 
Senator Tillman said, ‘‘take the head 
off the pillow and stretch out straight. 
Draw in a deep breath and begin by 
kicking the heel of one foot against the 
body 15 times, then exhale. Draw in 
the breath again and kick with the other 
foot 15 times, holding the breath until 
the movement is finished. Then let the 
air out and draw in a fresh breath and 
kick with both feet 15 times. 

Other Exercises Outlined. 

‘‘Next drop the heels on the bed with 
the knees drawn up.

OF M'DERMOT! 


Sub-Committee Cites Precedents 
to Show Congressman Could 
Be Expelled. 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—Confirm- 
ing disclosures made by the New York 
World and the Post-Dispatch, the sub- 
committee of the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee has completed its report regard- 
ing the relations of Congressman James 
T. McDermott with lobby undertakings 
of the National Association of Manufac- 
turers. The full committee already has 
rnade a report showing that the Nation- 
al Association of Manufacturers sought 
to influence the acts of individual mem- 
bers of Congress, rewarding those who 
did its bidding, and working for the de- 
feat of those who defied it. 

The committee, which made the report 
vesterday, was instructed to recommend 
the penalty which McDermott would be 
required to pay for his acts. In declar- 
ing McDermott’s conduct to have, been 
extremely reprehensible, the subcom- 
raittee cited precedents to show that he 
could be expelled by a two-thirds vote, 
but it did not recommend such action. 
McDérmott was delighted with this sec- 
tion of the report, which he accepted as 
a virtual whitewash. 

The committee made no attempt to ex- 
cuse the conduct of McDermott with 
Martin H. Mulhall, field marshal for the 
iGbbyists, or with I. H. McMichael, for- 
mer chief page of the House. 

A resolution of censure, naming John 
Kirby Jr., James Emery and Mulhall, 
is incorporated in the report. By its sys- 
tematic lobbying activities, the associa- 
tion offended the dignity of the House, 
the report states. It is not improbable 
that McDermott, Mulhall, John Kirby 
Jr. and James Emery will be lined up 
before the Speaker’s desk and given the 
reprimand

AILLING OF EDITOR 


Royalist Mobs Cry, “Down With 
Republic! Long Live the King!” 
on Boulevards. : 


Special Cabie to the Post-Dispatch 
and New York World. 

PARIS, March 18.—The assassination 
of Gaston Calmette, the brilliant editor 
of Figaro, by the wife of Joseph Cail- 
laux, Minister of Finance, Mas stirred 
the imagination and the passions of the 
French public as no event has done since 
the Dreyfus affair. 

The Caillaux residence, the Figaro of- 
fice and the Saint Lazare prison have 
been besieged by large crowds of curi- 
ous spectators, mixed with groups of 
rowdies who came to make hostile dem-~- 
onstrations against Caillaux. Last night 
when masses of frenzied people began 
to assemble en thé Peoulevards, the force 
of police wag trebled and then quad- 
rupled, and finally mounted culrassiers 
were called out to patrol the streets. 

The first collision between the mob and 
the police occurred outside the famous 
rendezvous of the Parisian journalists, 
the Cafe Napolitain, in the Boulevard 
des Italiens. Chairs and tables were 
smashed and the restaurant consider- 
ably damaged, Noisy demonstrators pa- 
raded, the streets, shouting: ‘‘Caillaux, 
the assassin, murderer!”’ 

Numerous arrests were made. 


Royalists Become Active. 
The Royalist party is making the 


most of the crisis. Arthur Meyer, ed- 
itor of the Royalist paper Le Gaulois, 
says that the occurrence is another 
proof -f the saying of an eminent Re- 
publican, that ““‘The Republic will end 
in blood.” 

Speaking of Mme. Caillaux’s crime, he, 
says: “It appears premeditated, and in 
any case it was done in pitiless cold 
blood without any altercation or any- 
thing to excuse or justify it.’ 

“This crime,’’ Meyer concludes, ‘‘is 
a judgment on the ministry and sym- 
bolizes the Republican regime.’’ 

It is now known that Mme. Caillaux 
went home after buying the revolver 


'with which she killed Calmette and 


wrote a letter which she left for her 
husband, saying it should be given to 
him when he came home to dress for 
the embassy dinner. This letter is now 
in the possession of the authorities. It 
reads: 
I shall have executed justice.” 
Caillaux received this letter late at 
night after he had seen his wife in 
rrison. Yesterday he paid another visit 
to.the jail, where his wife is permit- 
ted only one concession, that of having 
her meals sent in from a restaurant. 


was the attorney for Capt. Dreyfus 
and Maurice Bernard, another eminent 
advocate. Labori has consented to de- 
fend Mme. Caillaux, but Bernard re- 
fused on the ground that he was an in- 
timate friend of the déad ‘editor. 

The entrance to the jail was crowded 
with people, who hissed Calllaux. He 
turned angrily, but said nothing. Cal!- 
laux’s residence is guarded by the po- 
lice, and detectives accompany hin: 
everywhere.

Long live the 
King!”’

Manager of Local Telephone 
Company Testifies Before State 
Utilities Commission. 


COUNSEL IS~ A. WITNESS 


He Says the Bell Is Not in Posi- 
tion to Raise Point of State 
Right to Fix Rates. 


Attorney H. Harris, general coun- 
sel for the Southwestern Telegraph and 
Telephone Co., in the St. Louis rate 
hearing before the Missouri Public Utili- 
ties Commission, at the Planters Hotel, 
Wednesday, told the commission that 
there was a serious legal question as to 
the right of the Missouri! Public Utilities 
Commission to regulate telephone rates 
in St. Louis. 

He based his statement on‘the fact 
that the company supplies service to 
East St. Louis, and that a part of its 
equipment is used in interstate business. 

He admitted, however, that the com- 
pany was in no position to raise the 
cuestion because it had appealed to the 
commission for permission to raise its 
rates. 

Chairman Atkinson arranged for a 
meeting in the afternoon of engineers 
and accountants of the commission and 
the company with the commission to de- 
termine a plan for separating the prop- 
erty to enable the Missouri commission 
to find a basis for fixing rates in St. 
Louis. 

William J. Hiss, general manager of 
the Southwestern Telegraph and Tele- 
phone Co., delivered the company’s 
defense of the arbitrary charge 
of 46 per cent of the gross reve- 
nue of the local company paid to the 
American Telephone and Telegraph Co., 
which owns the stock of the local com- 
pany. 

‘There is no question in my mind that 
the company gets value received for the 
444 per cent,” he said. 

Services Enumerate 1. 

Hiss enumerated the following as the 
services performed by the A. T. & T. 
Co., for the 4% per cent: The use of 
telephone instruments, including the 
maintenance of the Instruments, engi- 
neering advice, organization advice, ac- 
counting advice, financial support, ex- 
pert advice along commercial lines, le- 
zal advice and the furnishing of re- 
perts of telephone cases before commis- 
sions and courts. 

He said if the local company needed 
funds it could get them at a fixed rate 
of interest which did not change and 
was not increased in times of financial 
trouble. 

Hiss did not go into any detail to show 
service which actually had been per- 
formed by the A. T. & T. for the local 
company, but devoted his_ statement 
generally to covering services, which, he 
said, were included in the return re- 
ceived by the loeal company. 

Furnishes All Instruments. 

Hiss said that the A. T. & T. Co. fur- 
nished for the 4% per cent all telephone 
instruments used by the company and 
maintains them. In addition, the A. T, 
& T. furnishes 3 per cent of the number 
in use as a stock to be used as needed. 

Another service performed, he said, 
was that the A. T. & T. takes care of all 
patents on equipment used by the local 
company, and attends to all legal mat- 
ters connected with them. 

He told of the scientific studies made 
by engineers of apparatus, the idea be- 
ing to improve them. 

Hiss said that the telephone companis? 
in Cincinnati and Providence, although 
not owned or controlled by the A. T. 
and T., voluntarily paid it 4% per cent 
of their gross revenue for the same 
serviges received by the local company. 
Chairman Atkinson of the commission 
asked: ‘Is their stock owned or con- 
trolled by the Western Electric Co.?’’ 
Hiss replied that it was not. 
Commissioner Kennish asked Hiss te 
explain the company’s pension system, 
and, after that was done, Kennish 
brought out the fact that the charge of 
4% per vent formerly was a straight 
rental for telephone instruments. 

Change in Charge Basis. 

Hiss said that prior to 188 the A. 7, 
and T. charged $7 per instrument per 
year, and that in 182 a change from an 
instrument basis charge to a per cent 
of gross revenue charge was made. He 
said the change was put into effect py 
“mutual agreement.’’ 

Hennish made the point that until] 196? 
the charge had been considered only a 
réntal of instruments, but Hiss said he 
thought it included the other services 
which he said were now included. 

- Commissioner Atkinson brought from 
the witness that the A. T. & T. com- 
pany is an operating company and a 
holding company, and through its own- 
ership of the stock of the Western Elec- 
tric Co., a manufacturing company, the 
Western Electric manufactures and sel]s 
to the A, T. & T. and its subsidiaries the 
apparatus they use. 

General Manager Testifies. 

William J. Hiss, general manager of 
the Southwestern Telegraph and Tele- 
phone Co., was the first witness of the 
day. 

Higs gave a history of the invention 
of the telephone and of the growth of 
the telephone industry, showing that 
from the beginning the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Co., which now 
controls all of the Bell lines of the 
country, developed and acquired the 
patents from time to time. 

Hiss said the first telephone exchange 
in St. Louis was opened in 1g78, with 4 
subscribers. The rate was $50 a year. 
In 188) the rate was increased to $100 
In 1884 the East St. Louis exchange was 
opened. with 23 subscribers. 

Up to that time the telephone operator 
had not received the call directly from 
the subscriber. The switchboard consist- 
ed of a board with holes in it. It had 
something of the appearance of the 
board now in use. When a call was re- 
ceived it came to a wall telephone, where 
it was taken by a boy. He selected 
from a large number of wires, at the 
end of each of which there was a plug.

18, Commission States 


NEW YORK, March 18.—A-rule barring 
any man over 40 years of age from en- 
gaging in a public boxing match in this 
State was issued today by the New York 


State Boxing Commission. The rule sup- 
plements the previous rule that conestants 
must not be less than 18 years old.

HANGING IN CITY SQUARE 


Mob Works So Quietly Theater 
Audience Across Street Is 
Not Disturbed. 


FAYETTE, Mo.. March 18.—Dallas 
Shields, a negro barber, who shot 
John Gaines, a 69-year-old constable, to 
death here, shortly before 7 o’clock last 
night, was taken from the Howard 
Coufity jail a little more than two 
hours later by a mob and hanged to 4 
tree in the city square. The lynchers, 


250 in number, then dispersed quietly. 
The body of the negro was cut down 
later. 

So quietly did the mob form and exe- 
cute its work that few outside of those 
actually engaged in the lynching knew 
of it. Spectators at a theater across 
the street were not aware of the lynch- 
ing until they came out after the cee 
formance. 

Shields, it is said, had been drinking, 
but was not intoxicated. He appeared 
in the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Rail- 
way yards early in the evening and 
flourished a revolver in the presence of 
some men he met. Gaines, who was 
one of the oldest Constables in the 
State, was apprised by telephone and 
he went to the yards to arrest Shields. 

When the Constabie encountered 
Shields, still displaying his revolver and 
uttering threats, Gaines demanded that 
the negro surrender the weapon. The

negro resisted when Gaines tried to take 
the revolver. It is said that the Consta- 
ble struck him on the head with the butt 
of his weapon.

He encountered the fugi- 
tive, who was aiming.a revolver at him 
when. Policeman Jack Wiis grabbed. him 
from behind and held: him until he was 
disarmed.

Mob Finds Sheriffs Keys. 
Shields was rushed to jail before a 
crowd could colligct and a demonstra- 
tion at that time was not attempted 
It was 8:30 before the crowd began to 
gather and it was assembled rapidly. 
The mob went to the jail, making as 
little noise as possible. 

At the jail “door the leaders were met 
by Sheriff W. H. Dollard, who pleaded 
with the men to go away peaceably and 
permit the law to punish the negro. He 
told the lynchers that his aged mother 
was in his home connected with the 
jail and he feared the effect an attack 
might have on her. a 
In spite of his arguments, he was 
seized and searched for the keys to the 
jail. When they were not found in his 
possession, a search through his rooms 
was made and the keys were found hid- 
den in a coal box. The negro quickly 
was brought from his cell and taken to 
the square. 

| Shields was given time to make a 
short statement,:in which he admitted 
the killing and said that he was sorry 
for it, and then a noose was placed 
around his neck. The other end of the 
rope Was thrown over a limb of a 
tree and the negro was drawn up. 
Late in the evening the Coroner held 
an inquest and decided that the negro 
came to his death from “unknown 
hands.’’ None of the members of the 
mob was masked and no effort. was 
made by the men to conceal their iden- 
tity.

The Municipal Assembly of St. Louis, 
June % 1912, passed a resolution re- 
questing the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives to pass Senator Reed’s res- 
olution. This action of the Municipal 
Assembly officially committed St. Louis 
to the movement to confiscate the 
bridge. 

The section of the bridge charter un- 
is sought says: 
“That, whereas, a principal reason for 
giving authority to build the bridge 
(Merchants’) herein contemplated, is to 
secure reasonable rates and tolls for 
corporations and individuals for passing 
over same, the St. Louis Merchants’ 
Bridge Co., or its successors or assigns, 
shall not agree or consent to the con- 
solidation of this bridge with any other 
bridge across the Mississippi River, or 
to the pooling of the earnings of this 
bridge company with the earnings of 
any other bridge company on said river, 


nor shall any person.who is or may} 


be a stockholder or director or manager 
of any other bridge over said river 
be a stockholder or director or manager 
of the bridge herein provided for: 
“Provided that if this provision of 
this act shall at any time be violated 


in any of these particulars, such viola- |. 


tion shall, without legal proceedings, at 
once forfeit the privilege hereby grant- 
ed, and said bridge shall become the 
property of the United States, and the 
Secretary of War shall take possession 
of same in the name and for the use 
of the United States.”’ 
Charges Specific Violation. 

Crow will lay before the committee 
records showing that the Terminal Rail- 
road Association, in August, 1893, bought 
& majority of the stock of the Mer- 
chants’ Bridge Co. and since that time 
has operated it jointly with the Eads 
Bridge. Crow will contend that in view 
of this clear and specific violation of 
the charter, Congress ought to:confiscate 
the bridge to the Government, which 
should operate it as a free bridge. 

Atthur B. Barrette, who, as a citizen, 
has been interested in the movement te 
confiscate the.bridge, went to Wash- 
ington with Crow also to appear before 
the Senate committee. 


The Merchants’ Bridge is said to be 


worth about $2,000,000 and is used by 
many of the .railroads of. the Terminal 
Association for toth passenger and 
freight traffic. Most of the passenger 
trains of the Eastern railroad are routed 
over this bridge to escape the tunnel 
at the west end of the Eads Bridge. 

The Merchants’ Bridge charter was 
granted by Congress Feb. 3, 1887. This 
act Was amended Sept. 10, 1888, by elimi- 
nating the word “stockholder,” which 
mmde it possible for a stockholder in 
another bridge company to own stock 
in the Mérchants’ company. 

The bridge was promoted py the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange for the purpose of 
furnishing independent railroads access 
to St. Louis atid for the further pur- 
pose of abolishing the bridge arbitrary. 
The bridge was operated as an inde- 
pendent bridge for a short time only, 
but during that time the rates on many 
classes of traffic were reduced. The 
Terminal Railroad Association interests, 
however, succeeded in inducing the 
managers of the Merchants’ Bridge Co., 
in direct violation of its charter, to en- 
ter into an agreement with it and the 
Wiggins Ferry Co..in 1893 to pool their 
earnings.

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A TRAGIC SECOND CHAPTER. 
That danger towered over the ruins in that 


tottering wall was evident to any bystander. It 
would be an easy matter—as easy as cruel—to 
blame the Building Commissioner for the loss 
me life beneath the wreckage when it fell. He 
had erringly permitted the seed company to 
open its building. Yet the responsibility was 
divided. The Fire Chief also and the police 
might- have kept the seed company premises 
empty while they worked. It is so easy, so cheap, 
to lay blame on this man or that man—if lay- 
ing blame is the object. 

But let us reflect sympathetically that men 
are mortal, even as mortals may be heroes—and 
had that puff of hurricane come from another 
quarter of the compass it might have buried the 
Building Commissioner himself, who was risking 
bis own life with that of his workers in the 
search for bodies. It might have fallen as well 
upon brave firemen and patrolmen assisting at 
the task. Had the elements been kinder, had 
the searchers won in the gamble with danger, 
the wall would have been pulled down this morn- 
ing; the preparations were set. 

The proprietors of the seed company like 
wise gambled with death—as men do constantly 
for the sake of daily bread. It was the one time 
of year most important to them and their trade 
—their harvest. Everybody hoped, believed, that 
the wall would stand until it could be pulled 
over with less danger. Nobody knew it could 
not stand until today—else there would have 
been no such story to tell. The story might have 
been different—perhaps a story of crushed work- 
men and officials searching the fire ruins for the 


tbeloved dead. 


Blaming particular men for the common 


stupidities of humanity beneath the shadow of 


great tragedies is as futile and blind as blam- 
ing the Deity. But this, like every other 
tragedy caused by carelessness or stupidity, 
should decrease the chances of similar tragedies 
in the future. 
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DON’T SHOOT -EDITORS.

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ST. LOUIS’ CRIPPLED CHILDREN. 
Crippled children in St. Louis have been made 
a subject of investigation by the School Board. 
Its annual report shows 260 such children in 
city schools, 45 of whom had not been in attend- 
ance prior to the board’s inquiry into their needs, 
Fifty of the 260 suffer from disabilities . which 
cause discomfort in stair-climbing and complying 
with other conditions incident to attendance. 
The report estimates that including nonresi- 
dents undergoing hospital treatment St. Louis 
has 200 crippled children who do not have the 
advantages of instruction, of whom 18I could at- 
tend school if wagons were provided by the 
board for their conveyance. 

The needs of these unfortunate little ones are 
very appealing. The assurance presented in the 
annual report that their welfare is engaging the 
earnest thought of the board is creditable to the 
members and officers of that body. 

‘Particularly gratifying is the intimation that 
further special measures in their behalf are 
planned and will be undertaken as soon as the 
board “can do so with justice to other work that 


must be done.” 
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President R. H. Stockton of the Majestic Man- 
ufacturing Co. announces a St. Louis profit-shar- 
ing plan based on the Henry Ford plan. With 
Dr. Eliot at one end advocating the theory and 
employers at the other exemplifying the practice, 
an exhaustive test of the profit-sharing formula 
for labar troubles is promised. 
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NO EXEMPTION’ IN TREATY. WHY? 
The interpretation put on constitutions, stat- 
utes and treaties at the time they were being 
formulated and adopted has always been held to 
have high authority in construing them later. 
While the ratification of the Hay-Pauncefote 
agreement on the canal was pending in the Sen- 
ate the following amendment was offered and de- 
feated by a vote of 43 to 27: 

The United States reserves 
regulation and management 
discriminate in respect of the charges of 
traffic in favor of vessels of its own citizens 
engaged in the coastwise trade. 

Later an attempt was made to read into the 
treaty a reservation for which the Senate, when it 
had the power, declined by an overwhelming vote 
to stipulate. Can that be a strained or unwar- 
ranted construction which foreign chancellories 
now base on the Senate’s own interpretation more 
than a decade ago? 

What President Wilson insists on is that a 
reservation shall be read out of the treaty which 
was wrongfully read in and does not belong there. 

MONTGOMERY’S BARGE LINE. 

Montgomery, Ala., had a barge line operating 
on the Alabama River to Mobile two or three 
years ago. Why shippers derived benefit from it 
for only a short time is explained by the Mobile 
Register.

The Caillaux-Calmette tragedy was uniquely 
Parisian. .

The 
wife of the Finance Minister of France goes to 
the office of Figaro and shoots the most dis- 
tinguished editor of Paris to protect ‘her hus- 
band from scandalous newspaper revelations. 
In the background is the divorced wife of the 
Finance Minister supplying personal letters of 
her successful rival and intimate details of 
social scandals to the newspaper editor. And 
Paul Bourget present to write the story of the 
climax and the leading actress fainting on the 
stage at the news of the death of her friend. 

Here were the two political enemies, the 
eternal feminine—the second woman and the 
avenging wife—always inextricably entangled 
in French politics, the fainting leading lady and 
the analytical novelist. What revels of psy- 
chology, sociology, sexology; what dissection of 
character and motives; what revelations of the 
social labyrinth of Paris we shall have! 

But what an exposure of the baseness of 
French journalism and French politics. It sug- 
gests that French immorality has reached the 
epic stage. 
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THE FAYETTE LYNOHING. 

Dallas Shields, victim of a mob at. Fayette, 
was evidently a trouble-maker, but there must 
be no surrender to the spirit of lynch law in 
Missouri. The offense against the peace and 
dignity of the State should be promptly and 
vigorously dealt with.

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A GOOD CHARTER FINISH.

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KEOKUK DAM AND CONGRESS. 
The hope of legislation at this session insuring 
for the public a larger share of the benefits from 
the Keokuk gam has practically been abandoned. 
This does not mean that Congress is indifferent 
ta the problem or that it is making no effort for 
a solution. On the contrary, there is evidence 
that the facts brought out by the Post-Dispatch 
as to‘this power installation and the similar con- 
ditions under which other large installations are 
operated have made a decided impression at Wash- 
ington. -A comprehensive scheme of river reg- 
ulation and water- “power control is a “not 
immediately, but soon.’ 
A well-considered scheme of the sort, so wise- 
ly framed as to need no modification for years 
to come, will be worth waiting for. There is a 
happy medium between conditions so restrictive 
and unreasonable as to discourage power de- 
velopment and conditions that give all benefits 
to water-power monopolies. 
An arrangement enabling a monopoly to fiz the 
price of the cheaply produced hydro-electric pow- 
er on the basis of the cost of coal and of power 
developed in steam plants is an imposition on 
the people who own the rivers and will not be 
tolerated. 
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FUTURE OF THE EXPRESS COMPANIES. 
The amendment to the parcel post rules _ per- 
mitting crates of from 20 to 50 pounds contain- 
ing butter, eggs, fruits, vegetables, poultry and 
other articles to be shipped through the post- 
office will further handicap the express com- 
panies. Heretofore, they have had no competi- 
tion in this class of business. And there appears 
to be more than a possibility that the weight 
limit by parcel post will be raised to at least 
100 pounds. 

The future existence of the express companies 
evidently lies in meeting the Government compe- 
tition. Can they do so? 

Ever since the express companies have existed 
they have successfully competed with the Gov- 
ernment in the transmission of money and in the 
igsuance of money orders. Between 15,000,000 
and 20,000,000 money orders are issued by ex- 
press companies for their customers per annum 
on an average. This shows that in this brancl? 
of business they have given the public such good 
service as to command confidence to an extraor. 
dinary degree. It should be a pointer on the 
kind of service that will make for success along 
other lines. 

This is a vast and growing country. Its com- 
merce may be gaid to have almost infinite possi- 
bilities of growth. The express companies have 
done a business of between $115,000,000 and $120,- 
600,000 annually. They can doubtless retain a 
very large part of this business and even make 
progress by adopting the right methods, meeting 
the Postal Department on its own ground, 
through efficiency; promptness, low rates and 
ecnstant attention to the needs and requirements 
of the shipping public.
